Halifax Mooseheads superstar 
Nathan MacKinnon says he’s 
disappointed a Hockey Canada 
rule will prevent him from 
playing in an international 
hockey event in his hometown 
in August. 

But since the 16-year-old 
from Cole Harbour won’t suit 
up for the Canada-Russia Chal¬ 
lenge, an under-20 primer for 
the 2013 IIIHF world junior 
championship, he has set his 
sights on the next best thing. 

“Obviously, I am disappoint¬ 
ed I cannot play,” MacKinnon 
told Metro after the news broke 
on metronews.ca Wednesday. 

“But at the end of day I still 
have an opportunity to hope¬ 
fully get invited to (the) U-18 
camp. In this case, it’s a one- 
door-closes-another-opens type 



of situation.” 

The long-standing Hockey 
Canada rule dictates underage 
players (17 and younger) who 
have not been a part of Can¬ 
ada’s summer U-18 program 
are not eligible to participate in 
the summer U-20 development 
camp. 

Because the Canada-Russia 
Challenge on Aug. 13 and 14 at 
the Metro Centre has replaced 
the summer U-20 develop¬ 
ment camp, MacKinnon — and 
fellow Mooseheads youngsters 
Zach Fucale and Jonathan Drou- 
in — can’t participate. 

MacKinnon, Fucale and 
Drouin are all entering their 
17-year-old junior seasons and 
are expected to receive invita-

tions to the U-18 selection camp 
and can play at the Ivan Hlinka 
memorial tournament in Slo¬ 
vakia and the Czech Republic 
from Aug. 13 to 18. 

They would be eligible to 
join the U-20 program for the 
final world junior selection 
camp in December. 

Hockey Canada director of 
communications Andre Brin 
confirmed the rule to Metro 
on Wednesday, but it was news 
to Mooseheads owner Bobby 
Smith. 

“It seems odd, especially in 
a year when they changed the 
rules (to replace the develop¬ 
ment camp),” Smith said. “This 
and the Super Series and the 
camp in December are all good 
evaluation opportunities, so it 
surprises me a little.”

Decision overturned 


Bedford South to 
remain a P-9 
school 

The Halifax Regional 
School Board has over¬ 
turned an earlier decision 
to relocate junior high 
students from Bedford 
South and Bedford Junior 
High to the Charles P. 
Allen High School 
building. 

Board member David 
Finlayson asked the board 
to reconsider the April 25 
decision that would see 
the Grade 7 to 9 students 
at both schools moved 
into the Charles P. Allen 
building after construc¬ 
tion of a new high school 
is complete in 2013. 

Finlayson said most 
parents were concerned 
about breaking up the 
community that exists 
within Bedford South and, 
after hearing several ob¬ 
jections from parents and 
presenters Wednesday 
night, the board agreed to 
stick with the status quo. 

“The status quo will 
prevail through to the 
opening of the new 
school,” board spokesman 
Doug Hadley said after the 
meeting. 

“The board has made 
the decision to keep (Bed¬ 
ford South) a P-9 school.” 

The move was meant 
to address overcrowding 
issues at Bedford South. 

The resulting junior 
high would have had ap¬ 
proximately 650 students. 
In a report delivered to 
the board in April, staff 
stated that the new school 
would address the enroll¬ 
ment pressure at Bedford 
South while allowing it 
to further expand as a P-6 
school.

On Tuesday night, 88 per 
cent voted to turn the lease 
of the building on the water¬ 
front over to the Halifax Port 
Authority. The City Market 
of Halifax Cooperative Ltd. 
(CMHC) was floundering in 
substantial debt from the con-

struction of the building. 

“I’m just so thrilled that 
everybody saw it’s the best 
solution for the market and 
CMHC,” said co-op board 
member Chris de Waal. 
“CHMC and its debt ... it will 
probably declare bankruptcy 
and go through the insolvency 
process, liquidate what assets 
we can, satisfy what creditors 
we can, and go bye-bye.” 

He said it’s not ideal but 
what’s important is the mar¬ 


ket will continue. 

Flower-seller Chelsea Legge 
with Sea Blooms said the mar¬ 
ket is going to survive no mat¬ 
ter what. 

“Our individual dealings 
with management are going to 
be a little bit different, but for 
the general population, we’re 
still going to be functioning,” 
she said. “I don’t think it’s go¬ 
ing to be any major upheaval.” 

While the market is 
crammed wall-to-wall on Sat¬ 


urdays, the other five days 
the market is open could use 
more business. Legge said they 
need to get the word out more 
for people to shop at the mar¬ 
ket throughout the week. 

“A big part of it is Hali¬ 
fax knowing we’re here and 
they can get their staples six 
days a week,” she said. “The 
only time I have to go to the 
grocery store is to get toilet 
paper.” 

Vegetable vendor Andrew 
Bishop said switching man¬ 
agement is a positive step. 

“We’re not into bricks and 
mortar. I’m a vendor here and 
I want a place to sell my prod¬ 
ucts to my urban cousins,” he 
said. “How the structure will 
work is immaterial to me.”

Direct investment in research 
and development yields better 
economic outcomes than fun¬ 
nelling federal cash through 
regional development author¬ 
ities, Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay says. 

MacKay was in Dartmouth 
on Wednesday to unveil $12 
million in grants under the 
Atlantic Innovation Fund for 
R&D projects, mostly in the 
Halifax Regional Municipality. 

The press conference was 
held just a day after MacKay’s 
cabinet colleague Bernard 


Valcourt informed Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s 12 regional development 
authorities that their Atlantic 
Canada Opportunities Agency 
funding will end next year. 

“We find that these types 
of direct investments do, in 
fact, yield better results,” 
MacKay told reporters at Sea- 
forth Energy. “Better results 
in terms of growing the com¬ 
pany’s size, their economic po¬ 
tential. Their economic situa¬ 
tion does seem to react better 
in the economy than having it 
funnelled through yet another 
government agency.” 

Maclcay qualified the state¬ 
ment by noting there may still 
be a role for RDAs in the prov¬ 


ince’s economic-development 
schemes. But there will be no 
direct support from ACOA. 

Six companies were select¬ 
ed for funding in Nova Scotia, 
including Rolls-Royce ($3 mil¬ 
lion), the IWK Health Centre 
($2.2 million), CarteNav Solu¬ 
tions Inc. ($2.09 million), Jasco 
($1.9 million), Halifax Biomed¬ 
ical Inc. ($1.9 million) and DMF 
Medical Inc. ($1.2 million). 

The projects are evenly 
split between military and 
marine research — such as Ja¬ 
sco’s marine mammal sensor 
system — and health-care re¬ 
search, such as improvements 
to the IWK’s pediatric ortho¬ 
pedics X-ray equipment.

An online petition is calling 
on Halifax Harbour Bridges to 
pull sultry ads aimed at slow¬ 
ing down apparently impres¬ 
sionable male drivers. 

Bridget, a fictional charac¬ 
ter whose disembodied voice 
asks “fastboys” to slow down 
while crossing “her” bridges, 
is not the example the bridge 
commission should be set¬ 
ting, says petition creator Su¬ 
zanne Lively. 

“I just think the campaign 
crossed the line,” Lively said

looks more than their brains, 
number one. 

“Bridget is certainly not 
tweeting about anything that 
shows her great intelligence.” 

In fact, Bridget is tweeting 
about many things, such as 
how she “loves playing teach¬ 
er” and how some may get 
“overexcited” about a long 
weekend. 

“Sunny skies, Friday, a 
long weekend ... Some might 
get overexcited and go too 
fast,” reads one tweet. “But 
not you, right?

As the only member who 
is not classically trained, Izam- 
bard’s hesitant nature has slow¬ 
ly dissipated. 

“It’s much easier than I 
thought it would be, because 
I had worked so much in pop 
music, so going into the studio 
was second nature,” he said. 
“What I found difficult was the 
amazing vibrato of the other 
members, because I wasn’t 
used to it, but over time we 
found the balance and eventu¬ 
ally blended together.

A Conservative MP says 
plenty of government back¬ 
benchers share opposition 
concerns about the wide 
array of controversial meas¬ 
ures crammed into the mas¬ 
sive budget-implementa¬ 
tion bill. 

But British Columbia MP 
David Wilks says there’s 
nothing a lone member can 
do to defeat the bill or force 
the Harper government to 
split up its 425 pages. 

Wilks made the com¬ 
ments during a meeting 
Tuesday with a small group 
of constituents in his Koote- 
nay-Columbia riding. 

Portions of the meeting 
were videotaped and posted 
online Wednesday, prompt¬ 
ing Wilks to quickly back¬ 
track. 

In the video, Wilks is 
urged by several constitu¬ 
ents to vote against the 
omnibus budget bill, which 
features a host of non¬ 
budgetary measures includ¬ 
ing changes to the environ¬ 
mental-assessment process, 
Old Age Security, immigra¬ 
tion and Employment Insur¬ 
ance rules. 

But Wilks says without 
similar defiance from at

least a dozen fellow Tories, 
voting against the bill would 
be an empty gesture that 
would get him booted out of 
the Conservative caucus. 

“Me doesn’t change the 
budget,” he tells the con¬ 
stituents. “If I stand up and 
say no, it still passes.” 

Pressed by one woman to 
break party ranks and rep¬ 
resent the views of his con¬ 
stituents on the bill, Wilks 
responds: “If you want me 
as an independent, I’ll do 
that.” 

In the candid exchange, 
Wilks reveals frustration 
over the way in which the 
bill has been presented.

Quebec insists it’s 
still open to talks 
with students 



Beyond tuition. 

Many protesters insist 
the current unrest is 
more about broader 
economic justice 


The Quebec government says 
the door remains open to dis¬ 
cussion with students opposed 
to tuition hikes and who have 
been staging daily protests for 
more than 100 days. 

Premier Jean Charest 
made his comments in the 
national assembly Wednes¬ 
day amid reports that an offi¬ 
cial in the Education Depart¬ 
ment had contacted student 
leaders. 

It’s unclear what the sides 
might possibly discuss: The 
government remains com¬ 
mitted to tuition hikes, and 
the student groups remain 
staunchly opposed to them. 

But despite whispers 
about a possible return to the 


bargaining table, there was 
no evidence of any imminent 
talks between the govern¬ 
ment and the three main stu¬ 
dent groups. 

Student groups were quot¬ 
ed in news reports expressing 


skepticism that it was worth 
bothering to negotiate with 
the government — and sug¬ 
gesting the effort would sim¬ 
ply be an exercise in public 
relations.

Oddsmakers 
take bets on 
studentstrike 

A sports-gambling site 
has begun taking bets 
on potential outcomes of 
Quebec’s student strike. 

The site sets odds for 
when the strike will end; 
whether there will be a 
referendum on tuition 
hikes; how many fines 
will be levied against the 
most hardline student 
group; and whether the 
government will back 
down. 

It even sets odds on 
whether martial law will 
be declared in Quebec by 
the end of 2012. Just for 
the record, those odds are 
pegged at 5.5 to 1. 

The Quebec-based site 
predicts even chances 
of the strike ending by 
September, and also sets 
50-50 odds on the Quebec 
government amending or 
repealing its controver¬ 
sial emergency legisla¬ 
tion, Bill 78. 

Setting odds over 
which celebrity might be 
next to wear the iconic 
red protest square, U.S. 
filmmaker Michael Moore 
comes in first at 7 to 1.

CP Railway pulls 2,000 jobs as strike continues 



A strike by 4,800 Canadian 
Pacific Railway workers 
means the services of thou¬ 
sands of other employees 
won’t be needed, a spokes¬ 
man for the railway said 
Wednesday as the federal 
labour minister threatened 
to force an end to the day-old 
stoppage. 

“Unfortunately, with this 
unnecessary strike by the 
Teamsters, more than 2,000 
other unionized CP employ¬ 
ees will not be required and 
are being laid off,” said CP’s 
Ed Greenberg. 

“We expect this to grow 
by another 1,400 employees 
as their work, related to the 
operations of the railroad, is 
no longer required.” 


Greenberg said the lay¬ 
offs could affect those who 
work in the yard, engineer¬ 
ing and mechanical areas — 
essentially anyone who isn’t 
needed when trains aren’t 
running. 

Earlier in Ottawa, Labour 
Minister Lisa Raitt said the 
government is prepared to 
introduce back-to-work legis¬ 
lation if CP and the Team¬ 
sters Canada Rail Conference 
can’t reach a deal. 

“We want to create the 
atmosphere where they can 
do a deal on their own,” she 
told reporters. 

“But they have to be 
aware of the fact that the 
Canadian government will 
step in on the basis of the 


national economy and the 
greater public interest at 
some point.” 

A prolonged strike would 
cost the Canadian economy 
an estimated $540 million a 
week, Raitt said, calling that 
figure “conservative.” 

She said some freight 
might be able to move by 
other means — by truck or 
on rival railroad Canadian 
National Railway Co.’s net¬ 
work. 

Opposition labour critic 
Alexandre Boulerice said 
he’s concerned the threat of 
back-to-work legislation will 
skew the balance at the ne¬ 
gotiating table in favour of 
the company.

Victims ID’d in 
Atlantic City attack 

U.S. authorities investigating 
the stabbing deaths of two 
Canadian tourists during a 
mugging said the victims 
were a 47-year-old woman 
and her 80-year-old mother, 
who tried to aid her. 

Po Lin Wan and her 
daughter Alice Mei See 
Leung, both from the Scar¬ 
borough suburb of Toronto, 
were lulled by a Philadelphia 
woman across the street 


from Bally’s Atlantic City, the 
Atlantic County prosecutor’s 
office alleged Wednesday 
Autopsy results deter¬ 
mined that Po Lin Wan bled 
to death, while her daughter 
died from being stabbed in 
the heart. A prosecutor’s 
office news release Tuesday 
night had reversed their 
causes of death. Authorities 
said the suspect, Antoinette 
Pelzer, was trying to steal a 
pocketbook from one of the 
women. Pelzer is charged 
with murder and was being 
held on $1.5-million US bail. 


Health minister 
maintains criticism 
of UN over food 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq says that when she 
tore a strip off a UN right-to- 
food envoy last week, she 
never meant to imply there 
were no hunger problems in 
the North. 

In an interview with the 
Canadian Press, Aglukkaq 
said there are indeed serious 
poverty challenges in her 


home region. But she said 
she resents being told how to 
fix things by an outsider who 
has no first-hand knowledge 
of the North and who comes 
from a country that opposes 
the seal hunt. Last week, 
the UN’s special rapporteur 
on the right to food, Olivier 
De Schutter, presented his 
findings from a trip across 
Canada, saying he had 
“extremely severe” concerns 
about the ability of aboriginal 
people and families on social 
assistance to afford the food 
they need to stay healthy.

Seven youth deaths 
call for broad 
inquiry: Group 

An Ontario First Nations 
group has asked the prov¬ 
ince’s chief coroner for a 
joint inquest into the deaths 
of seven aboriginal teens who 
left their reserves to get an 
education. 

The Nishnawbe Aski 
Nation (NAN) says all seven 
youths died under similar 
circumstances since 2000 


while attending school in 
Thunder Bay, Ont., and a 
broad inquest could help 
bring closure to their fam¬ 
ilies. 

NAN lawyer Julian Falcon¬ 
er says a lack of answers has 
made the community deeply 
suspicious of the causes of 
the deaths and many families 
are now afraid to send their 
children away to school. 

Falconer says all First 
Nations should be entitled to 
educate their youth in high 
schools based in their own 
communities.

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Runaway’s 
mom files 
lawsuit 


Texas. Girl gave 
authorities wrong 
name, was deported to 
Colombia, where she 
became pregnant 


The mother of a Texas teenage 
runaway who gave authorities 
a false name and wound up 
deported to South America has 
filed a federal civil-rights law¬ 
suit against officials with the 
Justice Department and Home¬ 
land Security contending her 
daughter was illegally detained 
and deported. 

The suit, filed Tuesday by 
Johnisa Turner on behalf of her 
daughter Jakadrien Turner, is 
asking for $15 million in dam¬ 
ages. It also discloses publicly 
for the first time that while in 
Colombia, Jakadrien Turner be¬ 
came pregnant by a 29-year-old 
man. 

Jakadrien Turner, who was 
14 at the time, was picked up for 
shoplifting last year at a Hous¬ 
ton mall and identified herself 
to authorities as a 21-year-old 
Colombian national. She sub¬ 
sequently was deported and 
spent seven months in Colom¬ 
bia living in shelters before she 
was returned to the U.S. in Janu¬ 
ary after her grandmother and 
Dallas police tracked her down. 
The teenager’s attorney, Ray

are the direct and foresee¬ 
able consequence of 
official policies, patterns, 
practices and customs 
that manifest not only 
intentional discrimina¬ 
tion based on race and 
ethnicity and a failure to 
recognize basic principles 
of due process, but also 
a reckless disregard for 
human life and liberty,’’ 
according to the lawsuit.

Egyptians vote on 
first day of historic 
presidential elections 



Democracy. Citizens 
have 13 candidates 
to choose from 


More than 15 months after 
autocratic leader Hosni Mu¬ 
barak’s was ousted, Egyptians 
streamed to polling stations 
Wednesday to freely choose a 
president for the first time in 
generations. Waiting hours in 
line, some debated to the last 
minute over their vote in a 
historic election pitting old re¬ 
gime figures against ascending 
Islamists. 

A sense of amazement at 
having a choice in the Arab 
world’s first truly competitive 
presidential election pervaded 
the crowds in line. At the same 
time, voters were fervent with 
expectations over where a new 
leader will take a country that 
has been in turmoil ever since 
its ruler for nearly 30 years was 
toppled by mass protests. 

Some backed Mubarak-era 
veterans, believing they can 
bring stability after months of 
rising crime, a crumbling econ¬ 
omy and bloody riots. Others 
were horrified by the thought, 
believing the “feloul” — or

Islamists, particularly the 
Muslim Brotherhood, saw 
their chance to lead a country 
where they were repressed 
for decades and to implement 
their version of Islamic law. 
Their critics recoiled, fearing 
theocracy. 

“You can’t tell me, ‘Vote for 
this or else you’re a sinner!”’ 


Wael Ramadan argued with 
an Islamist-backer in line at a 
polling station in the impover¬ 
ished Cairo neighbourhood of 
Basateen. “We never said that,” 
protested the man. “Yes, you 
did,” Ramadan shot back. 

“The revolution changed a 
lot, for good and bad,” Rama¬ 
dan said afterwards. “The good 
thing is all this freedom. We 
are here and putting up with 
the trouble of waiting in line 
for electing a president. My 
vote matters. Now we want a 


president who has a vision.” 

A field of 13 candidates is 
running in Wednesday and 
Thursday’s voting. The two- 
day first run is not expected to 
produce an outright winner, so 
a runoff between the two top 
vote-getters will be held June 
16-17. The winner will be an¬ 
nounced June 21. Around 50 
million people are eligible to 
vote. Turnout so far appeared 
moderate, and Wednesday’s 
vote was extended another

“Our sanctions purpose¬ 
fully do not target oil and 
diesel imports, because we 
know that the Syrian people 
need both for their day-to-day 
lives,” Ambassador Robert 
Ford wrote on the embassy’s 
Faceboolc page. 

Ford said the government 
is using fuel imports for its 
tanks. 

“If the Assad regime de¬ 
cided to cut its military ex¬ 
penditures, more diesel and 
oil would be available for the 
Syrian people to use,” he said. 

Before the Syrian uprising 
began, the oil sector was a pil¬ 
lar of Syria’s economy, with 
oil exports — mostly to Eur¬ 
ope — bringing in $7 million 
to $8 million per day. 

This income was key to 
maintaining the $17 billion 
in foreign reserves that the 
government had at the start 
of the uprising.

Refugees flee violence 


Congolese 
crossing into 
Uganda, plans 
for large influx 

More than 12,000 Con¬ 
golese fleeing violence at 
home have crossed into 
Uganda since the end of 
last year, and Uganda is 
planning for an influx 
of up to 30,000 refugees 
from Congo, an official 
said Wednesday. 

Scores of refugees 
enter Uganda every day 
and 200 police have been 
deployed to help manage 
border security, said Ste¬ 
phen Mallinga, Uganda’s 
minister for disaster pre¬ 
paredness and relief. 

“The refugees started 
coming in November and 
up to now they are still 
coming,” Mallinga said. 

Thousands of Con¬ 
golese refugees are also 
fleeing into Rwanda. 

Last November Congo 
voted in a presidential 
election that stoked fears 
of violence in the eastern 
part of the country, where 
the Congolese army has 
limited authority.

No human-rights abusers at the Olympics: U.K. 



Britain will ban leaders guilty 
of human-rights abuses from 
travelling to the U.K. for the 
2012 London Olympics, a 
senior British official said 
Wednesday. 

Jeremy Browne, the For¬ 
eign Office minister, an¬ 
swered a question by Labour 
lawmaker Denis MacShane 
by saying that people linked 
to such crimes will not be al¬ 
lowed into the country. 

“Where there is independ¬ 
ent, reliable and credible 
evidence that an individual 
has committed human-rights 
abuses, the individual will 
not normally be permitted to 
enter the UK,” Browne said a 


written response to a parlia¬ 
mentary query. 

He would not comment 
on individual cases but said 
anyone subject to a European 
Union or UN travel ban will 
not be welcome. 

Syrian President Bashar 
Assad’s regime is under 
UN sanctions for its violent 
crackdown on dissent. 

The International Crim¬ 
inal Court has indicted 
Sudanese President Omar 
al-Bashir for genocide but ap¬ 
pears nowhere close to hav¬ 
ing him arrested. 

The British comments 
come after Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad said 


he was eager to attend the 
London Olympics. 

But Britain didn’t want to 
host him, according to the 
official IRNA news agency. 
There are UN sanctions 
against Iran. 

MacShane seized on the 
comments and called for 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin and Bahrain’s King 
Hamad to be among those 
barred from the Olympics, 
which take place from July 
27 to August 12 in London. 
Neither is under sanctions.

Iran traded proposals in 
Baghdad with six world 
powers, including the U.S., 
on Wednesday. 

It was a new round of 
talks aimed at persuading 
Tehran to curb its nuclear 
program.

The Baghdad talks could 
offer a test of how much 
the U.S. and its allies are

No breakthrough ac¬ 
cords were expected in the 
Iraqi capital, suggesting 
that all sides are still shap¬ 
ing their strategies and the 
negotiation process is likely 
to be long and complex.

But it would likely bring 
objections from Israel, 
which claims that Iran is 
trying to buy time to keep 
its nuclear labs in full oper¬ 
ation.

Radiation not the 
cause of death in 
reactor 
employees 

A year after an earthquake 
and tsunami triggered the 
Fukushima disaster, a UN 
agency preparing a report 
on the health effects says 
none of the six former 
reactor workers who have 
died since the catastrophe 
perished due to the effects 
of radiation. 

The UN Scientific 
Committee on the Effects 


of Atomic Radiation said 
Wednesday that although 
several workers at Japan’s 
Fukushima Daiichi nuclear 
plant were irradiated after 
contamination of their skin 
“no clinically observable ef¬ 
fects have been reported.” 

UNSCEAR Chairman 
Wolfgang Weiss said in a 
statement that the agency 
is aiming to evaluate ir¬ 
radiation levels for about 
2 million people living 
in Fukushima prefecture 
at the time of the reactor 
accident. 

UNSCEAR plans to 
report to the UN General 
Assembly next year.

Sentencing hearing. 
Witness describes how 
he provided phoney 
papers to smugglers 


A former track coach at a Ja¬ 
maican high school testified 
Wednesday that a notorious 
drug kingpin sought his illegal 
services to obtain fraudulent 
visas for couriers — includ¬ 
ing a young girl — to smuggle 
drugs into the United States. 

Anthony Brown described 
how henchmen for Christo¬ 
pher “Dudus” Coke showed 
up at a track meet in Jamaica 
in the late 1990s and told him 
“the president” wanted to see 
him. Brown climbed into a 
car where Coke waited with 
a handgun in his lap. They 


struck a deal for six visas for 
$1,500 US apiece — about 
half of what Brown normally 
charged. 

He gave Coke the cut rate 
because he “was one of the 
most ruthless persons in Ja¬ 
maica,” Brown told a judge in 
federal court in Manhattan. 
He added that he later fled Ja¬ 
maica because he feared Coke 
wanted him dead. 

The 32-year-old witness was 
testifying at an ongoing sen¬ 
tencing hearing for Coke, who 
pleaded guilty last year to U.S. 
racketeering conspiracy and as¬ 
sault charges. Prosecutors are 
using his testimony and that 
of another co-operator to try to 
persuade a judge to give Coke 
the maximum 23-year term. 
Coke, 43, was arrested in Ja¬ 
maica and extradited in 2010.

Federal Treasury Board 
President Tony Clement used a 
speech in the heart of Canada’s 
oil-and-gas sector to launch an 
attack on NDP Leader Tom 
Mulcair and his dim view of 
Canada’s resource industry.

NEET rate 


Canadianyouth 
better positioned 
than most in G7, 
studyfinds 

Canada’s youth are more 
likely to be working or 
seeking an education than 
many of their counterparts 
in other G7 nations, the 
country’s leading statistical 
agency suggested Wednes¬ 
day. 

A new study from 
Statistics Canada analyzed 
the working and educa¬ 
tional paths of people aged 
15 to 29 in a bid to assess 
youth engagement with the 
labour force. 

The study found that 
13 per cent of the 6.8 
million Canadians in the 
age bracket were not in 
education, employment or 
training — a measurement 
known as the NEET rate. 

That score is the 
second lowest among G7 
nations, according to the 
Organization for Economic 
Co-Operation and Develop¬ 
ment. Only Germany boasts 
a lower NEET rating of 11.6 
per cent, while Italy regis¬ 
tered the highest rating 
of 21.2 per cent.

“Mondelez” for its new 
global snack-food business, 
which may put to rest the 
snickering that initially 
greeted the name. 

The Northfield, Ill.-based 
company said Wednesday 
the name was approved by 
more than 90 per cent of 
shareholders who cast a 
vote. 

The name — pronounced 
mon-dah-LEEZ — will take 
effect when the company 
officially splits into two 
publicly traded companies 
later this year. 

Mondelez International 


Inc. will be home to many 
of the company’s well- 
known global brands, in¬ 
cluding Oreo, Cadbury, 
Nabisco, Tang and Trident. 

The North American gro¬ 
cery business will continue 
to carry the name Kraft and 
include classic brands like 
Velveeta, Miracle Whip and 
Oscar Mayer. 

Kraft on Wednesday also 
unveiled the logo for Mon¬ 
delez, which illustrates the 
company name in a custom- 
made purple font with red 
accents on either side. 

When the name was first 
unveiled in March, Kraft 
carefully explained that it 


was an amalgamation of 
the Latin word for “world” 
and an interpretation of the 
word “delicious.” 

It nevertheless became 
a ready punchline for on¬ 
line commentators and the 
media, with a recent New 
York Post headline reading 
“MONDEWHAAAAT?” and 
Crain’s Chicago Business 
newspaper suggesting it 
bore resemblance to a Rus¬ 
sian term for a sexual act. 

With the new company, 
Kraft is aiming to take on 
competitors in the rapid¬ 
ly growing international 
snaclc-food market.

the Mirror. 

Morgan testified before 
Leveson late last year, sug¬ 
gesting he’d only been aware 
of phone hacking in general 
terms and had merely been re¬ 
peating gossip he picked off the 
industry’s rumour mill.

Economic peril. European 
leadersconfronting crisis 


Europe’s leaders gathered in 
Brussels Wednesday under 
mounting pressure to soften 
their tough-love approach to 
the weaker economies among 
them. With Greece locked in 
political chaos, much bigger 
Spain warns it can’t keep afloat 
without help, as stock markets 
around the world tank over 
fears the leaders won’t have 
the political will to act. 

The summit will have to 
fight multiple fires: Political un¬ 
certainty in Greece that could 
see it renege on commitments 
made to secure rescue loans; 
rising borrowing costs in Spain 
and Italy that could force them 
to seek bailouts; and sluggish 
growth across the region ex¬ 
acerbated by budget cuts meant 
to reassure markets about high 


debt levels. Leaders have said 
that everything will be on the 
table, including a discussion 
about whether 17 countries 
that use the euro should bor¬ 
row money jointly — issuing 
so-called “eurobonds.”

Old bits of wood made new 


Decor trends. Lost, 
found and repurposed 
— wood artists create 
pieces that honour 
their material’s origins 


Industrial designer Robert 
Hendrick was on a tech career 
track out of college until two 
things happened that changed 
his trajectory. 

First, he bought a company 
that maintains and rebuilds 
railroad tracks. Then he start¬ 
ed spending Saturdays build¬ 
ing stuff with his father, Jim. 

“I’d always been fascinated 
by trains and loved the history 
of how they were so instru¬ 
mental in the industrialization 
of America,” says Hendrick, of 
Nashville. 

“Dad was a construction 
exec, and the carpentry shop 
was a weekend diversion. He 
was always salvaging some in¬ 
teresting artifact from a build¬ 
ing that was being tom down. 
When I saw some of the scrap 
rails, I realized there might 
be some beautiful things we 
could make with them.” 

The two launched Rail 
Yard Studios in 2010. Using 
century-old railroad steel and 
hardwood timber, they make 
one-of-a-kind chairs, desks, 
tables and beds. Some of the 
rails date back as far as 1898. 
Each piece is numbered using 
a salvaged date nail that’s been 
scavenged from the tracks 
themselves. 

Many wood furniture 
artisans are interested, as the 
Hendricks are, in honouring 
the provenance of their ma¬ 
terial, whether it’s repur¬ 
posed, recycled or just reimag¬ 
ined as something that can be 
used in the home. 

That creative respect 
makes for some beautiful and 
intriguing pieces. 

Naomi Neilson Howard, 
founder of the company Na¬ 
tive Trails in San Luis Obispo, 
Calif., uses staves and barrels 
from nearby wineries to make 
bathroom vanities for her 
Vintner’s Collection. 

Her Cabernet model has a 
deep, warm patina, the result 
of the oak soaking in red wine 
for several years. The pieces 


have an Old World, weathered 
quality. 

This spring, Howard added 
the Renewal series to her line, 
a departure from the more rus¬ 
tic pieces. She moulds tightly 
grained, compressed bamboo 
into contemporary vanities 
such as the Halcyon, a curvy, 
wall-mounted piece fashioned 
from two proprietary variet¬ 
als, Caramel Bamboo and the 
darker Woven Strand Bamboo. 

Fred Strawser and David 
Smith have an eponymous 
Brooklyn shop selling refur¬ 
bished and repurposed fur¬ 
nishings whose components 
started life back in Rust Belt 
factories. With its mix of 
heartland craftsmanship and 
modern high style, the shop 
has attracted the attention of 
design enthusiasts as far away 
as Japan. 

For examples, a medical 
cart from late 19th-century To¬ 
ledo, Ohio, gets a walnut top 
that used to be a leather work¬ 
er’s work surface, and is ready 
for action as a hip new desk 
or console. Industrial-chic 
side tables are made of thick, 
lustrously finished slabs of re¬ 
claimed wood with wrought- 
iron, hanging machinist’s bas¬ 
kets instead of shelves. 

Sarah Reiss is a Dallas- 
based artist, furniture design¬ 
er and writer, who found her 
inner craftsman when buying 
a fixer-upper. She invested in a 
jigsaw and some other equip¬ 
ment and built a wall out of 
interesting reclaimed lengths 
of wood. 

The striking result — a

Reiss will custom design 
a wall for you using locally 
sourced woods such as floor¬ 
ing from old bowling alleys 
or gymnasiums; shiplap; and 
bam siding.

Malang and baking a tradition¬ 
al pie crust is more challenging 
than this open-concept cherry 
tart pastry. The commeal adds 
an extra dimension to the crust, 
as do the almond-flavoured 
macaroon cookies. 

1. In food processor, pulse flour 
with commeal, sugar and salt. 
Add butter and pulse until it 
is the size of peas with a few 
larger pieces. Drizzle with 3 
tbsp (45 ml) water. Pulse until 
mixture is moistened, adding 
remaining water by 1/2 tsp (2 
ml) if needed. Pulse just until 
dough starts to gather into a 
ball. Then turn out onto work 
surface. Gather and knead 
gently to bring together. Shape 
into disc and cover with plastic 
wrap. Refrigerate for one hour. 

2. Preheat oven to 400 F (200 
C). line a baking sheet with 
parchment paper. On a lightly 
floured surface roll dough very 
thinly into a circle measuring 
about 12 inches (30 cm). Don’t 
worry if it’s not perfect. Discard 
any excess dough. Carefully 
wrap dough around rolling 
pin and transfer to parchment 
paper. Sprinkle macaroons in 


centre of circle, leaving a two- 
inch (3.5-cm) border. 

3. Place cherries in bowl along 
with orange peel, sugar, cinna¬ 
mon and almond extract. Stir 
well to evenly distribute orange 


peel. Turn cherry mixture onto 
macaroons. Fold pastry over 
cherries to enclose, leaving cir¬ 
cle about five inches (12.5 cm) 
in the middle so that you can 
still see fruit. Whisk egg yolk 
with 1 tbsp (15 ml) water then 


bmsh over pastiy. Sprinkle pas¬ 
try with sugar. Bake on bottom 
shelf of preheated oven until 
a golden colour, about 20 to 
23 minutes. Serve warm or at 
room temperature. Delicious 
with whipped cream or ice

5. Pour the rest of the batter 
over the filling, smoothing it 
with a silicone spatula. Sprin¬ 
kle with the remaining filling. 


Bake for 50 to 60 minutes, or 
until the cake pulls away from 
sides and a toothpick inserted 
at the centre comes out clean.

One of the things Baker recommends 
to minimize the risk of developing 
melanoma is to wear sunscreen with a 
sun protection factor (SPF) of at least 
15 and be prepared to reapply. With the 
warm days that spring and summer bring, 
people need to be especially diligent 
about this. 

“It definitely means we have to start 
to get a little more disciplined with 
wearing sunscreen on a daily basis,” 
says Baker, noting that people who walk 
to work should consider this, as well as 
people who have long commutes in their 
vehicles.
